be rea5. 


Using the wars of 1812 and the 


rebellion as examples, Mr. Wood de- 
clared that the safety of the nation. 
depends on acceptance of the rec- 
ommendations of the general staff of 
the army for immediate increase of 
the army to 280,000 men, eventually 
to 500,000, and on the enlargement 
of the navy to a size sufficient to de- 
fend both the Atlantic and Pacifiic 
coasts. 


The Monroe 
doctrine is in con- 


flict with the Colonial policy of the 
German empire, Mr. Wood said, and 
"we find here a point of contact at 
which danger may arise. 


"Where fundamental policies ot 


two nations conflict there is bound

"The present year began with a 


surplus of petroleum in field stor- 
age," said the report, "so that pro- 
duction of crude oil was not pushed. 
Under these conditions the small in- 
crease in marketed production was 
significant. Of the total yield of the 
wells the past year about eight per 
cent remains in field storage, 
and 


added to this are the stocks held in 
storage by the pipe line companies a 
reserve estimated by the survey at 
fifty million barrels greater than a 
year ago. 
'The supply in the .United States 


is not unlimited, but the decline in 
the country's output of crude oil 
has not yet set in.
